GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Registration  Week:  February  2-9,  in  the  Patio  (first  floor)  of  the  Adminis- 
tration Building,  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  14th  Street  and  Inde- 
pendence Avenue,  S.W.,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

Saturdays  9-4  p.m.  Monday-Friday  11-6 :30  p.m. 


Procedures:  Registration  must  be  completed  in  person,  or  by  someone  acting  for  the 
registrant.  Registration  may  not  be  completed  by  mail.  Transcripts  of  previous  educa- 
tional records  are  not  required,  but  graduation  from  high  school  or  the  equivalent  is 
the  general  prerequisite  for  all  courses.  In  addition,  the  more  advanced  courses  have 
specific  prerequisites.  These  are  listed  in  the  course  descriptions  contained  in  the 
catalog.  Copies  of  the  catalog  are  available  in  the  personnel  and  training  offices  of 
agencies  of  the  Federal  Government  and  in  the  Graduate  School  office.  Copies  may  also 
be  obtained  at  the  time  of  registration. 

Counseling:  Members  of  the  Graduate  School  staff  are  on  hand  for  counseling,  before 
and  during  the  registration  period. 

Fees:  The  charge  for  tuition  is  in  general  $12  for  each  credit  hour,  payable  at  the  time 
of  registration.  Arrangements  may  be  made  to  pay  one  half  of  the  tuition  at  that  time, 
in  addition  to  a $1.00  service  charge.  The  second  payment  is  due  by  March  8. 

Late  Registration:  After  February  9,  a $2.00  late  registration  fee  is  charged  for  each 
course.  Late  registrations  will  be  accepted  through  February  21. 

Course  Transfers:  Until  February  21,  students  may  transfer  from  one  course  to  another 
without  extra  charge.  After  that  date,  there  is  a transfer  fee  of  $1.00,  and  transfers 
may  be  made  only  with  the  permission  of  the  instructor  concerned. 

Class  Schedule:  Classes  begin  the  week  of  Monday,  February  11,  and  end  the  week  of 
Friday,  May  31. 

National  Institutes  of  Health  Program:  Registration  for  classes  to  be  held  at  National 
Institutes  of  Health,  Bethesda,  Maryland,  may  be  completed  at  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  during  the  week  of  February  2-9,  or  at  the  National  Institutes  of  Health, 
Room  l-N-242,  Clinical  Center,  during  the  special  registration  week,  February  11-15. 
Classes  at  NIH  begin  on  Monday,  February  18.  A separate  announcement  of  the  NIH 
program  is  available  at  the  Graduate  School  office,  or  in  Room  l-N-246,  Clinical  Center 
NIH,  OLiver  6-4000,  Extension  2427. 

Veterans:  Veterans  who  are  applying  for  entrance  to  the  Graduate  School  for  the  first 
time  under  Public  Law  550  are  advised  to  consult  with  the  Registrar  well  in  advance 
of  registration  week.  This  may  assure  that  their  certificates  of  eligibility  from  the 
Veterans  Administration  will  be  granted  in  time  for  the  semester.

Withdrawals  and  Refunds:  When  a student  withdraws  from  a course,  a refund  is 
granted  in  accordance  with  the  following  schedule. 

Through  February  25,  tuition  less  $5.00  for  each  course 
February  26-March  8,  60  per  cent  of  the  tuition 
March  11-22,  50  per  cent  of  the  tuition 

Notice  of  withdrawal  must  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Graduate  School  office.  Forms  are 
available  there  for  that  purpose.  Refunds  are  computed  as  of  the  date  that  notice  of 
withdrawal  is  received  in  the  Graduate  School  office.  No  refunds  will  be  granted  for 
any  reason  after  March  22. 

Parking  Space — Cafeteria:  Space  for  parking  is  available  for  students  and  faculty  after 
5:45  p.m.  in  three  parking  courts  on  the  east  and  south  sides  of  the  Administration 
Building.  The  entrance  to  one  court  is  on  12th  Street,  and  to  the  other  two  on  Independ- 
ence Avenue.  There  is  also  parking  space  available  on  the  Mall,  north  of  the  Adminis- 
tration Building. 

The  cafeteria,  in  the  fifth  wing  of  the  South  Building,  is  open  from  5:00  to  6:15  p.m. 
Students  should  request  cafeteria  passes  when  they  register  if  they  plan  to  use  the 
cafeteria  before  5:30  p.m.  After  that  time,  passes  are  not  required.
